Brewer hits out at 

Chancellor over

THE boss of Britain’s oldest brewer 
has accused the Government of 
trying to “annihilate” the nation’s 
pub industry. 

Jonathan Neame, the chief executive of 
Shepherd Neame, launched the attack on 
Chancellor Alistair Darling amid a growing 
backlash against heavy new duties imposed 
on beer and wine in the recent Budget. 

Mr Neame also predicted the price of a pint 
would rise to £4 within five years. 

And he said the company would “fully 
support” any of its licensees who wanted to 
join a national internet campaign to ban Mr 
Darling from every pub in Britain. 

Brewers and landlords are furious with the 
Chancellor after he hiked up alcohol taxes by 
9.1 per cent, which they warn will lead to more 
pub closures. 

The increase had seen an extra 4p on a pint, 
14p on a bottle of wine and 55p on spirits. 

Mr Neame told Kent on Sunday: “The 
Government is putting up alcohol duties at the 
rate of two per cent above inflation every year 
for five years. We believe this will massively 
accelerate the problem of binge drinking 
and will drive a significant number of pubs 
nationally to the wall. 

“Why are hard-working people wanting to 
have a sociable time being penalised?” 

He added: “It is astonishing and disappoint¬ 
ing that the Government tries to annihilate 


one of the things that should be a growth 
sector for the country.” 

Mr Neame said he understood the depth of 
feeling in the industry that has led many pub 
bosses to ban the Chancellor from their prem¬ 
ises. 

He added: ‘While Shepherd Neame would 
fully support any of its licensees that 
independently choose to take such action, we 
are keen to get Mr Darling into pubs. 

“The Government’s failure to recognise that 
supporting the pub and brewing trades is in 
Britain’s social, cultural and economic interest 
is a result of its being totally out of touch. 

“Shepherd Neame would like to see 
Alistair Darling and his fellow Cabinet 
members in their local pub so they can 
witness first-hand the enormous contribution 


pubs make to communities.” 

Mr Neame is a leading figure in this coun¬ 
try’s brewing industry. He is chairman of the 
duty panel of trade body, the British Beer and 
Pubs Association, which lobbies on behalf 
of British brewers and pub groups. 

Ahead of the Budget, the panel told Mr 
Darling that it was in the interests of the 
country that drink policy should promote the 
moderate consumption of lower-alcohol 
beverages in a controlled environment - or 
beer in pubs. 

Mr Neame said: “The current taxation policy 
is encouraging those who abuse alcohol, such 
as binge drinkers and alcoholics, to purchase 
their alcohol in the ‘off’ trade. 

“These individuals are not drinking tradi¬ 
tional ales; they are buying high-strength 


cider and hard liquor, such as vodka.” 

In response to Mr Neame’s broadside, the 
Treasury issued a statement. 

It read: “Alcohol has become increasingly 
more affordable since 1997, as real incomes 
have risen and the UK’s economy has experi¬ 
enced a long period of economic growth. 

“Today alcohol is 25 per cent more affordable 
than it was a decade ago. 

‘With the increase in duty, alcohol will be 
still be more affordable in real terms than it 
was in 1997. 

“Increased revenues from alcohol will play a 
part in ensuring we can continue to tackle 
child poverty, support every family, and 
provide vital help to the most vulnerable 
members of society, even at this time of global 
economic uncertainties.”

WELL-WISHERS lined the streets 
of Maidstone to welcome Kent sol¬ 
diers back from Afghanistan. 

Around 330 troops from 36 Engineer 
Regiment marched through the county 
town in a cold and wet homecoming parade 
on Friday. 

Major General Keith Cima presented the 
men with medals for their sixth-month tour 
of the dangerous Helmand Province. 

The general said that the troops had 
“helped to make Afghanistan a better place 
for her people”. 

“You have undergone the fear, the fun and 
the challenge of operational service,” he added. 

Clear 

“Is it worth it, what we did in Afghanistan? 
I’m absolutely, unequivocally clear that the 
answer to that is ‘yes’.” 

Around 500 friends and family of the 
soldiers watched as the men were given 
medals at Invicta Park Barracks. 

Maj Gen Cima said it was important to 
spare a thought for the two soldiers from the 
regiment who died during the tour - Lance 
Corporal Jake Alderton, 22, and Corporal 
Ivano ‘Sean’ Violino, 29. 

“Good men, good soldiers,” he said. “I know 
that they won’t be forgotten.” 

In December, the regiment was involved 
in the recapture of the Taliban’s most 
strategically important stronghold in the 
region, Musa Qala. 

They have also helped the Afghan people 
build new schools and bridges. 

Major David Gamer, 39, regimental second 


in command, told Kent on Sunday that the 
soldiers had done an “exceptional” job. 

Melanie Larner, from Brompton, near 
Chatham, is married to a soldier who was on 
the Afghan tour, Staff Sergeant Scot Lamer. 

The mother-of-two said: “It’s so important 
that we’re here to support not only him but 
the other soldiers who are here and those 
who haven’t come back.” 

In an article in The Spectator this week, 
Adam Holloway, Tory MP for Gravesham, 
claimed that the campaign is failing in south¬ 
ern Afghanistan. 

The member of the Commons’ defence 
select committee, and former soldier, said 
that a “realistic long-term policy” was needed, 


which should include talking to the Taleban. 

“Our current policy is only winning fire- 
fights. 

“Not all Taleban fighters and commanders 
are irreconcilably opposed to talking about 
peace. ‘The Taleban’ is not some mediaeval 
force bom out of nowhere. They need to be 
brought into the political process, not bombed 
out of it.”

Mr Botwright designed and made 
the leather jacket 65-year-old Ford 
wore in that film, and has since creat¬ 
ed the jackets he has worn in the ^ 
three Indiana Jones blockbusters. 

The tailor described the star as “a very 
nice, pleasant man”. 

“I wouldn’t say I know him well but he 
has always been very nice,” he said. 

And the Blade Runner star’s fame is not 
the only thing to have grown during the 
time Mr Botwright has known him. 

“The jackets have been getting slightly 
bigger - he used to be lean and mean, now 
he’s just mean.” 

He was also asked to come up with a new 
version of the jacket for the star to wear 
when he returns as the maverick archaeol¬ 
ogist in this summer’s Indiana Jones and 
the Kingdom of the Crystal Skull. 

Vader 

Unfortunately for Mr Botwright, as the 
latest instalment in the series was filmed in 
America, as opposed to the previous three, 
which were shot in part at Elstree Studios 
in Hertfordshire, he was not asked to make 
the jacket. 

Mr Botwright has also designed costumes 
for a host of other memorable films, includ¬ 
ing Darth Vader’s cape and Stormtrooper 
costumes for the Star Wars movies, James 
Bond outfits for Roger Moore and Timothy 
Dalton, Robbie Coltrane’s outfit for the 
Harry Potter films and Dudley Moore’s cos¬ 
tumes for Santa Claus - The Movie. 

“I didn’t set out to make costumes for 
films,” he admitted. “The first we did was 
for a series called Winds of War with Robert

Josie speaks 
about the fatal 
attack on mum 
and sister 

JOSIE Russell has given her first full inter¬ 
view since the brutal attack that left her for 
dead and killed her mother and little sister. 

Josie, who turned 21 this week, narrowly 
survived the horrific attack by Michael 
Stone in 1996 when she was just nine years 
old. 

Mother Lin, 45, little sister Megan, six, 
and Josie were attacked as they walked to 
their home in the east Kent village of 
Chillenden from a swimming gala. 

Stone was given three life sentences but 
has always denied the murders and the 
attempted murder of Josie and is awaiting 
leave to appeal for a third time. 

Josie, who is now a student in Bangor in 
Wales, has spoken to the BBC for a One Life 
documentary to be shown on Tuesday. 

Recovery 

Following the attack, doctors feared she 
would be left brain damaged and unable to 
lead an independent life. 

She said she has never understood the 
extent that her injuries have affected her life. 

She said: “I’ve never really wanted to talk 
about it before because I was only nine 
when it happened, but now I think I’m 
ready to find out more about what hap¬ 
pened to me and how it affected who I am 
today.” 

She told the film-makers that she won¬ 
ders what Megan would be like if she was 
alive now. She would be 19. 

Josie said: “It’s weird, I can’t remember 
loads about either of them. It’s mostly just 
memories from photos and it’s like I want to 
go back to being seven because Lin and 
Megan were alive then and I was really 
happy.” 

In the documentary, Josie meets up with 
people who were instrumental in her recov¬ 
ery, such as King’s College Hospital special¬ 
ist Dr Marion Crouchman and police officers 
Edwin Tingley and Pauline Hobson Smith.

Howard’s M20 
lorry questions 

FORMER Conservative leader Michael Howard 
has said there are “questions to be answered” 
about Kent County Council’s plans to build a 
lorry park off the M20. 

Mr Howard, Tory MP for Folkestone and 
Hythe, was due to chair a public meeting of the 
newly formed Lorry Park Alliance opposition 
group yesterday. 

The plan would see a 3,000-capacity lorry park 
just off the M20 between the villages of Sellindge 
and Aldington and would cost up to £40 million. 

The alliance is made up largely of residents 
from Aldington and other villages and has been 
backed by some parish and district councillors. 

Mr Howard said: “I have been working towards 
a solution for this problem for some time. They’re 
going to pilot the moveable barriers scheme in 
the year and we’ll have to wait to see how those 
work. I doubt they will provide a total solution. 

“[The lorry park] is a solution, but I think there 
are questions to be answered.” 

Mr Howard said he had concerns about 
“details” such as access to the site, potential light 
and noise pollution, whether it would end the 
practice of lorries parking in lay-bys and whether 
it would be big enough. 

KCC said the plan was backed by transport 
consultant MDS Transmodal, which has carried 
out a study into cross-Channel lorry movements. 

KCC said it is hoping to build a further two 
lorry parks at sites on the A2/M2 corridor and 
near the M25. It is hoping to announce its pre¬ 
ferred sites in around six weeks. 

The authority has also confirmed it looked at 
five possible sites before settling on the space 
between Sellindge and Aldington. These included 
the County Showground at Detling and an area 
near Dover, but both were considered unsuitable. 

A KCC spokesman said the details of the plan 
would be part of a planning application which 
could be submitted within the next six weeks. 

He added: “The planning process is rigorous 
and would involve full consultation. We are also 
required to put in an environmental appraisal 
which would be done over a whole year.” 


But Calais deal is made

THE British and French govern¬ 
ments have agreed to work 
together to tackle immigration 
issues at Calais and prevent a 
new Sangatte-style centre for 
illegal immigrants. 

However, on Friday the Government was 
unable to confirm whether British minis¬ 
ters took their French counterparts to task 
over the industrial action that frequently 
cripples Kent’s roads. 

The French president Nicolas Sarkozy 
made his first state visit to Britain this 
week, accompanied by his glamorous wife 
Carla Bruni-Sarkozy and ministers of state. 

A 38-page joint statement issued by the 
British and French governments pledged 
co-operation on a wide range of issues. 

It promised to toughen immigration con¬ 
trols at Calais and agreed to work together 
to ensure no new Sangatte-style centres are 
built. 

The Red Cross camp at Sangatte, which 
closed in 2002, was used as a base for thou¬ 
sands of immigrants to try and enter the 
UK illegally 

The statement said: “Together we will 
strengthen the security and quality of bor¬ 
der controls at Calais by carrying out a joint 
security audit, reinforcing security fences 
around the port, and launching a joint study 
on creating a fast-track system to lighten 
controls on specific goods vehicles. 

“[We will also] co-operate to ensure there 
is no new permanent centre for migrants at 
Calais or elsewhere on the Channel coast.” 

The immigration deal was hammered out 
between UK Home Office minister Liam 
Byrne and the French immigration minis¬ 
ter Brice Hortefeux at a meeting at 
Arsenal’s Emirates stadium on Thursday. 


The statement makes no commitment to 
resolve the recurring problems caused by 
French industrial action. 

A strike by officers on SeaFrance ferries 
was largely responsible for Operation Stack 
being implemented a record 16 consecutive 
days from February 28. 

The operation, in which lorries are queued 
on stretches of the coastbound M20, caused 
huge disruption to Kent motorists and cost 
businesses an estimated £8 million. 

On March 7, shortly before the strike was 
resolved, Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter wrote to President Sarkozy to make 
him aware of the chaos caused by the strike 
action and asked for compensation claims 
by UK businesses to be honoured. 

Kent on Sunday has been in contact with 
the Elysee Palace since Cllr Carter’s letter 
was sent, but so far there has been no offi¬ 
cial response. 

In response, a KCC spokesman said: “We 
note this communique with interest. We 
will of course keep lobbying the 
Department for Transport and the 
European Commission through Richard 
Ashworth MEP on reaching a solution. At 
the same time we will continue driving 
ahead with the preferred location for an 
M20 lorry park.” 

In the statement it was also announced 
the two governments would work together 
on issues of counter-terrorism, nuclear 
energy and proliferation and reforming 
international institutions such as the G8 
and Nato. 

The statement vowed to help relieve 
poverty and improve education in Africa, 
tackle development and climate change 
issues and co-operate to bring stability to 
the Balkans and the Middle East. 

It expressed joint concerns about the sit¬ 
uations in Sudan, Zimbabwe and pledged 
to increase pressure on the regime in 
Burma if it ignores international demands.

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How so-called recreational drug turned academic into nervous wreck at 21 


‘Cannabis mins lives and 
people still won’t admit it’

SMOKING cannabis led a bright, 
popular student and Oxbridge 
candidate into a spiralling night¬ 
mare of severe mental illness. 

Mark Simons, who lives in west Kent, began 
smoking the class C drug when he was 17 
while at a prestigious grammar school and on 
the verge of winning a place to read English at 
Oxford University. 

The talented writer and musician has not 
smoked cannabis for 10 years now but it 
caused him to be sectioned twice and spend 
long spells in mental health hospitals after 
developing drug-induced psychosis. 

“Turn on, tune in, drop out, is a motto for 
drug taking, but who wants to drop out?” 
asked Mr Simons, now 34. 

Links 

Our interview with Mr Simons - not his 
real name - is the latest in a series of arti¬ 
cles looking at possible links between 
cannabis use and mental health problems. 

Since the Government reclassified 
cannabis as a Class C substance in 2004, 
there has been a growing body of research 
raising concerns about the effects of the drug 
- especially the super-strong skunk variety. 

In 2005, Avshalom Caspl and Terrie 
Moffitt from the Institute of Psychiatry at 
King’s College London identified a common 
genetic profile that makes cannabis five 
times more likely to trigger schizophrenia 
and other psychotic disorders. 

Their findings can explain why some 
people smoke cannabis and suffer little ill 
effect, but others are left with enduring and 
severe mental health problems. 

Mr Simons said: “I had started to lose 
interest in my academic career - I think 
this is one of the first signs. If I had not 
been on the cannabis I would have made it 
to Oxford. 

“It came to my A levels and I had not done 
any revision because I had been smoking 
cannabis and I did not make it to the exams. 

“It was apathy and generally I had 
dropped out of life. And I think everyone 
does drop out along the line.” 


He was in a rock band and said that with 
music often comes drugs; he wanted to 
experiment with LSD and ecstasy. 

At 21 he had a nervous breakdown. 

Mr Simons’ parents Samantha and Jim 
discovered his problem and talked to their 
GP. They hoped he would go back to his 
studies after quitting the drug. 

His mother told of the day she realised 
something much more serious and sinister 
enveloping her son. 

“He had been up late writing songs with 


another band member. The next morning, as 
I cleared away the debris of their late night 
session, I found a slip of paper bearing the 
word ‘weirdo’. On looking again I read 
‘weirdo I belong’. 

“I froze as I read the play on words. It 
made me realise how frightened he had 
been feeling lately.” 

She said that he began to stay up all 
night, unable to sleep and suffering from 
terrifyingly vivid hallucinations. 

Mrs Simons said she would sit with him 


drinking tea, listening to his delusions and 
trying not to upset him further. 

He spent two months in a private mental 
hospital and things were better for a while, 
but then he had a second more serious break¬ 
down five years later. 

Mr Simons said: “I was in a band again and 
drugs crept back in. I know there are kids 
now on the street who can buy ecstasy for £2. 
It was £15 when I used to do it. I think that is 
a disaster waiting to happen. 

“It is not so bad taking up smoking 
cannabis at the age of 25 but in adolescence 
you’re developing emotionally and physically 
and it is a problem for mental health.” 

NHS research shows that there is an 
increased chance of developing psychosis if 
people use it during their teens. 

He went on to be sectioned twice. 

Psychiatrists have now found medication 
that works for Mr Simons, which he has to 
take indefinitely, and he has not been read¬ 
mitted to a mental health ward. 

He added: “It caused a lack of concentra¬ 
tion. I also had anxiety and hallucinations 
but that is under control now. 


Moral panic 


“I still play [the guitar] but I just try and live 
a relaxed life. I have wasted such a big chunk of 
my life I’m just working on getting my focus 
back and getting back on my feet. 

“If the Government ever thought about legal¬ 
ising it there would be a moral panic because it 
ruins lives and people still won’t admit it.” 

We agreed to not name the family in this 
story to protect members from the stigma that 
is still attached to mental illness. 

His mother said: “I’ve watched people 
who have known him since childhood pull 
their grandchildren away from him in the 
village shop. 

“Like most people with his problems he is 
a very gentle, sensitive person. 

“He has never shown any inclination to harm 
anyone - only himself” 

Treatment of psychosis is aided by early 
diagnosis - if you are concerned about yourself 
or a loved one contact the NHS in Kent’s Early 
Intervention in Psychosis teams.

HAND hygiene is vital if superbugs 
are to be wiped out, a Conservative 
frontbencher has said. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
said he was delighted to back KOS Media’s 
Clean, Safe, Healthy campaign to combat 
healthcare-acquired infections in Kent.

LORD Deedes travelled 
the world as a roving 
reporter and human 
rights campaigner. 

But throughout his life William 
Francis Deedes, or Bill as he pre¬ 
ferred to be called, had a profound 
and enduring love for his county 
of Kent. 

He would sit in the garden of his 
family home and draw inspiration 
from the view across Romney 
Marsh, according to his biogra¬ 
pher Stephen Robinson. 

Mr Robinson told this newspa¬ 
per how Lord Deedes would gaze 
out over the fields while compos-

ing his column, his thoughts often 
haunted by his experiences in 
World War Two. 

The Fleet Street legend was the 
longest-serving Daily Telegraph 
journalist, and editor from 1974- 
86, and died aged 94 at his home 
in Aldington last summer. 

Shortly before his death Deedes 
wrote his last column for the 
Telegraph comparing the atroci¬ 
ties in Darfur, in western Sudan, 
to the Holocaust. 

He could make the comparison, 
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he said, because he had seen a death camp 
in Nazi Germany and witnessed families in 
Darfur “striving to live under the shelter of 
thorn bushes”. 

Deedes’ long career saw him report on 
natural disasters and bloody conflicts 
around the globe and, in later life, he 
worked for charities and humanitarian 
causes. According to Mr Robinson, Deedes’ 
active campaigning had its roots in his 
early life. 

These themes are explored in the autho¬ 
rised biography, The Remarkable Lives of 
Bill Deedes, published this week. 

Mr Robinson said: “His Uncle Wyndham 
was a great influence on him. 

“He was a great establishment figure who 
retired from public life and lived in the East 
End of London looking after the poor, par¬ 
ticularly the Jewish poor in Bethnal Green. 
He helped the Jews get out of Germany. 

“Bill lived with him in the 1930s when he 
was a young reporter. Uncle Wyndham was 
a humanitarian and a social worker... liv¬ 
ing an almost monastic life.” 

During the Second World War Deedes 
was the only officer in the King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps to serve in the regiment for the entire 
war. 

Witnessing the deaths of so many of his 
men, and civilians, haunted him for the rest 
of his life. 

“They were really at the sharp end those 
guys, a lot of the men were killed. He felt it 
very acutely - he was the one writing let¬ 
ters home to their parents. 

“He did not know whether the successes 
on the battlefield offset the deaths of all 
these young men. 

“He felt in later life that he had been 
spared and used to say T’ve lived for 60 
years on credit’ because he expected to die 
in 1945. 

“He spent a lot of time trying to figure out 
what to do to make amends after the loss of 
so many people,” Mr Robinson said. 

On a trip to Hanover cathedral in 1995 
Deedes took a moment to light a candle for 
the German civilians killed by the Allied 
forces. 

He was appalled by what happened to so 
many women and children. 

The loss of innocent life drew him to the 
landmines’ cause and took him to Angola 
and Bosnia with Diana, Princess of Wales. 

Speaking about his time in Bosnia with 
Diana, Mr Robinson said: “It was complete 
freedom for her... There was a contrast 
between the fun of the friendships and then 
the real sadness of what she was doing - 
seeing widowed women and mothers who 
had lost their children to landmines. 

“Bill had been around a while and was 
incredibly touched by the way she could 
communicate with people simply by touch 
and looks. 

“He always said she was really committed 
to landmines. He would say who knows 
what would have happened if she had lived. 
Perhaps she would have had a really impor¬ 
tant humanitarian role.” 

The former Conservative Cabinet minis¬ 
ter never missed a deadline and always 
filed early copy during his 76-year career in 
newspapers. 

His professionalism was shown the day of 
Diana’s death in 1997. 

At 84, he gave an interview to the BBC 
and then went to the office to write an emo¬ 
tive 4,000-word piece, stopping only briefly

to search Canary Wharf for a pub open at the 
weekend to have a gin and tonic. 

Mr Robinson recalled visiting Deedes 
towards the end of his life at his home in 
Aldington, finding him sitting with his lap¬ 
top balanced on his belly writing his weekly 
columns. 

“He had a view across the lovely gardens to 
Romney Marsh and would stare out for 
inspiration. He told me he would often think 
about the war,” he said. 

Mr Robinson said he was self-deprecating 

about the Military Cross he was awarded 
after rescuing his men who were trapped by 
enemy machine-gun fire while crossing a 
canal in Holland. 

His family settled in Kent in the 15th cen¬ 
tury owning a large part of the county until 
Deedes’ father sold it off and he often gave 
away land for what would is now called 
affordable housing. 

Now that his daughter Lucy has moved 
away from the county it is the first time in 
500 years a Deedes has not lived in Kent.

Chavettes put 
Kent fifth in 
louts’ league 

NEARLY 600 women under 
the age of 21 were given on- 
the-spot fines for loutish 
behaviour in Kent last year. 

Kent Police have confirmed there 
were 596 fines issued to so-called 
chavettes in 2007. 

More than 350 of these were for 
thefts of items worth less than £200 
and of these 37 were committed by 
girls under 16. 

Other reasons for the fines includ¬ 
ed alcohol-related offences, causing 
harassment, alarm or distress, wast¬ 
ing police time and “persistent use of 
a telephone for causing annoyance, 
inconvenience or needless anxiety”. 

A league of shame produced by a 
national newspaper showed that 
only four other police authorities 
issued more fines to young women 
last year. They were Merseyside 
(1,297), Lancashire (1,256), 

Metropolitan (1,170) and Greater 
Manchester (828). 

Kent’s figure was more than seven 
times higher than Essex, where only 
78 fines were issued in 2007. 

Kent Police Chief Inspector Jan 
Berry, who is chairwoman of the 
national Police Federation, said:

MAINSTREAM schools need 
more funding and support to cope 
with the growing numbers of chil¬ 
dren with autism and behaviour¬ 
al difficulties, according to par¬ 
ents across Kent. 

They believe the situation has arisen 
because Kent Comity Council has re-desig- 
nated special schools to focus on children and 
young people with profound, severe and com¬ 
plex needs. 

This means more pupils with lower levels 
of special educational needs (SEN) are being 
taught at mainstream primary and second¬ 
ary schools. 

KOS Media has been contacted by a num¬ 
ber of parents of children with autistic spec¬ 
trum disorders (ASD). 

They voiced concerns that mainstream 
schools do not have the correct environment, 
facilities and funding to provide for their chil¬ 
dren. Thirteen families came forward follow¬ 
ing our leader column this month about spe¬ 
cial needs provision. 

Among them was Tara Curry, whose 
son Lewis has autism and after a false 
start now goes to Oakley Special School 
in Tunbridge Wells. In September he 
started at St Gregory’s School, a compre¬ 
hensive in the town, where he was sus¬ 
pended repeatedly and sent out of class, 
she said. 

Mrs Curry, who lives in Southborough, 
said: “At primary school they were so 
good giving him one-to-one support. 

“For the first few weeks at St Greg’s he 
was on his best behaviour but when he 
started to relax it all just went wrong. He 
could not cope with the noise levels 
[autistic people can have highly devel¬ 
oped senses].” 

Mrs Curry feels lucky that Lewis is 
now at Oakley. 

“It’s much more geared towards him. 

He had to write down his thoughts on 
the school and he said ‘I would not 
change anything - it would be mean to 
say something I would change when it’s 
such a nice school’,” she added. 

Heather Harvey’s son Nicholas has 
severe autism and goes to Ifield Special 
School in Gravesend. 

Before he was properly diagnosed he 
went to a mainstream nursery which a 
doctor told her “would encourage him to 
develop”. 

Mrs Harvey, who lives near 
Gravesend, was shocked to learn he was 
having epileptic seizures at the nursery. 

He was also not talking, isolating him¬ 
self and refusing to socialise. These 
behaviours, she said, were not picked up. 

The Government’s SEN Strategy- 
states that schools should effectively 
respond to a wide range of needs in the 
classroom and that all teachers should 
have the skills to help children with 
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Our special children 
need more help from 
mainstream schools 


SEN reach their potential. 

Suzanne Green, the National Autistic 
Society’s branch officer for Deal and Dover, said 
her son’s mainstream school was trying its best 
and had asked for advice and support from four 
special schools - and none responded. 

Ms Green said: “Unless the school is 
proactive, has positive leadership with posi¬ 
tive staff and good home-school relations 
then ASD children are set to fail and either 
withdraw into themselves or become behav- 
iourally challenging leading to exclusions 


and expulsions.” 

Cllr Chris Wells, KCC’s cabinet member for 
education, said the authority agreed an 
annual budget for all its schools and each 
individual school was then free to choose how 
to spend its own funds. 

He said: “As most of the funding is given to 
individual schools, the actual amount spent 
on the education of children with additional 
or special educational needs is for each school 
to decide.” 

Schools in Kent are grouped into 23 clus¬ 


ters. Each cluster has educational psycholo¬ 
gists, specialist teachers and other profes¬ 
sionals to help schools meet the needs of 
their pupils, he said. 

“Schools have a responsibility to provide 
education for all children on their roll and do 
everything they can to make sure that chil¬ 
dren with additional or special educational 
needs can go to their local school and 
progress in education,” Cllr Wells said. 

He said KCC funded initiatives to support 
and offer advice to parents. 
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Police aim to sweep streets clean

This made it very difficult 
for firearms officers to tell

Iraq inquiry 
needed now. 
House urged 


A LABOUR MP has urged the 
Government to agree to an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry into the Iraq 
war. 

Bob Marshall-Andrews, the MP for 
Medway, called for the inquiry during an 
Opposition Day debate in the House of 
Commons this week. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews, who has consis¬ 
tently voted and spoken out against the war, 
said the inquiry was “urgent and necessary” 
as there was no defined exit strategy. 

He said: “What is victory in this war? We 
had a victory four years ago, and it is a 
gloomy symbiosis that the fourth anniver¬ 
sary of that victory marked the death of the 
4,000th US serviceman in Iraq.” 

Calls for an inquiry were led by William 
Hague, Conservative shadow foreign minis¬ 
ter, and received strong support from the 
Liberal Democrats. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews made a lengthy 
speech during the debate, which ended with 
a strong moral argument for an inquiry 

He said: “If I did believe in judgement day 
- and particularly if I was a Catholic - and

if I had been responsible for the deceit and 
duplicity that led to the slaughter in Iraq, I 
would be saying my Ave Marias as fast as 
diction would allow. 

“However, I believe that we here must 
arrive at a quicker judgement, and that we, 
the British people and those who have suf¬ 
fered as a result of our actions, are entitled 
to that judgement sooner - much sooner - 
than later.” 

Speaking at the end of the debate, Foreign 
Secretary David Miliband said there was 
agreement that an inquiry would be neces¬ 
sary, but only once “our troops have finished 
their work in Iraq”. 

He said: “The Opposition has said the time 
for such an inquiry is now. Given today’s 
reports from Basra, most people would see 
that as a bizarre choice of priority.” 

Mr Miliband was referring to the death of 
a British soldier in Baghdad on Wednesday, 
bringing the total number of British troops 
killed on operations in Iraq to 176. 
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Campaign to 
help rebuild 
many lives 


THE manager of a popular restau¬ 
rant is leading a campaign to help 
the victims of one of the worst 
cyclones ever to hit Bangladesh. 

An estimated 10,000 people were killed, 
hundreds of thousands of Bangladeshis lost 
their homes and crops and livelihoods were 
destroyed when Cyclone Sidr struck the south 
Asian country in November. 

Mahidur Rahman is from the Sylhet district 
of Bangladesh, in the far north east of the 
country. He owns the Indian and Bangladeshi 
restaurant Joshan of Wye and lives in the vil¬ 
lage near Ashford. 

“A lot of people died, especially around the 
coastal areas and on that basis our village, as 
well as people in the Bangladeshi community 
across the country, responded to this to raise 
money to support the victims. 

“It was an opportunity to help humanity and 
that should not be missed,” he said. 

Mr Rahman has taken a pragmatic 
approach to spending the £7,116 raised so far 
from a fundraising dinner and dance held in 
Wye last month. 

“The amount is not very big. But if we 
bought a fisherman a boat and a net then he 
has something that will last for years. 

“We are looking at buying cattle for families 
so they can plough the land and make a good 
living, or a water pump for a whole village. I 
want to help people rebuild their livelihoods. 

“It is a growing fund but we need to decide 
how best to invest the money to help these suf¬ 
fering people. It takes people years and years 
to recover from such events - they have lost

everything,” he said. 

Bangladesh is one of the most densely popu¬ 
lated countries in the world and has high lev¬ 
els of poverty. 

Although monsoon floods and cyclones affect 
the country annually last year’s tropical storm 
is thought to be the most severe since 1991 
causing an estimated £225 million worth of 
damage. 

Floods and strong winds swept across the 
country flattening tin shacks and blowing 
away schools and homes. 

In the capital, Dhaka, electricity and water 
supplies were lost. 

Mr Rahman, who returns regularly to his 
home country, said: “A lot of people lost their 
children and children became separated from 
their parents. 

“One of the worst things was the environ¬ 
mental damage because people could not 
access clean drinking water. 

“For people like us living in a situation 
where we do not have these problems it is 
important to help people that do.” 

More than 300 people attended Mr 
Rahman’s fundraising event and Bangladeshi 
people living in places such as Cardiff and 
Oxford sent money and messages of support. 

Ashford magician Etienne Pradier provided 
his services for free and children of 
Bangladeshi origin from around Kent, dressed 
in traditional costumes, performed songs and 
readings of the country.

Kent Highway Services, in partnership with 
Dartford Borough Council and Land Securities, 
has secured £10 million funding to support public 
transport, cycling and walking links and help 
control the traffic into and around the new 
Ebbsfleet Valley development between Gravesend 
and Dartford. This is in addition to £40 million 
funding to be provided by the developers Land 
Securities to support longer term strategic 
transport improvements. 

There will also be a dedicated route through the 
former Eastern Quarry for the award-winning and 
popular Fastrack buses, which already operate 
within the local area. 


The new development will combine the former 
quarry and Ebbsfleet area to form one of two 
major regeneration sites near the new international 
railway station. The other site is the regeneration of 
the Northfleet West Substation, which is just north 
of the A2 at the Ebbsfleet junction. 

The regeneration of this area is expected to generate 
around 10,000 new homes, and around 20,000 new 
job opportunities for the Ebbsfleet Valley area. 

It is planned that the development will have lots 
of facilities for the new and existing communities, 
which should enable residents to have access to 
services locally rather than having to travel long 
distances to find them. 


Mapping system 
helps team 
work more 
effectively 


When your solicitor carries out a search on a 
property you intend to buy, the questions 
concerning the highway are answered by us. 

Sometimes the questions are easy to answer, 
for example, whether the street is looked after 
by Kent Highways Services or whether it is 
privately owned. However, sometimes the 
questions are more difficult, for example, 
finding out where the highway boundaries 
are in a rural area.

The Highway Definition Team use historic maps 
and information to carefully scrutinise the history 
of a site for evidence. In the past we have had to 
rely on paper copies of maps and huge quantities 
of documents, filed in parish order. 

Some years ago the ‘Parish Files’, as they were 
known, were scanned and made available to us 
via a map-based computer system. 



The map is interactive so we are able to call up 
the documents concerning specific locations 
on screen. 

The latest version of this system includes a number 
of historic map layers. We can switch from one 
layer to another to examine the history of a site. 

This system has allowed us to archive a large 
numbers of paper files, which means we have to 
spend less time looking through files or extracting 
historic maps.

Connectivity for 
wild commuters 

Just like people, animals need to be able to 
move safely from one place to another. 

In the same way that we use the roads 
to travel around the county, animals 
often use the verges and 
embankments to move from one 
place to another. 

Animals like these areas because 
they tend to remain undisturbed, and 
they are often only affected by the 
noise from passing traffic and the odd 
bit of road-side maintenance. These 
areas have created an unlikely haven for 
animals, and a wide range of animals can be 
found at these sites. 

Ecologists are realising that it is really important for a species to be able to move 
from one habitat to another in order to ensure their long-term survival, as this 
allows them to increase in numbers and expand into new areas. 

Animals which live in road side habitats may be able to move around along the road 
side areas but connecting habitats across roads is more difficult for them. A solution 
to this problem is for us to create ‘Land Bridges’, these are vegetated bridges across 
a motorway or main road. 

Land Bridges encourage animals to move from one habitat to another, without the 
fear and danger of crossing a busy road. Land Bridges have been found to be highly 
successful in reducing the impact of roads upon commuting or migrating animals. 
Our ecologists are at the forefront of developing ways of minimising road impacts 
on wildlife. In future years, we are likely to see innovative methods, where a more 
holistic approach to road development and maintenance will enhance and preserve 
our landscapes and wildlife for future years.

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Author’s risky journey 
leads her to long-list 


for prestigious prize

SCARLETT Thomas’ day job 
requires her to nurture the talents 
of a classroom full of young writers, 
but it is her own talent that has 
caught the eyes of the judges in one 
of British literature’s biggest prizes. 

The University of Kent lecturer, who teaches 
creative writing to both undergraduates and 
postgraduates, has been included on the long- 
list for the Orange Broadband prize for fiction 
for her novel The End of Mr Y. 

It is her seventh novel and one that covers 
such diverse subject matters as time travel, 
alternate realities, an 8ft-tall 
mouse, God and the CIA. 

The former mystery writer told 
KOS Media that it was only with 
this novel and its predecessor, 

Pop Co, that she feels she has 
finally been able to break free of 
genre constraints and take “big 
risks” with her writing. 

The 35-year-old said: “I think in 
a way it is good to be trapped in 
some way. You realise you want to 
break free. I suppose it was with 
Pop Co that I sat down and 
thought ‘now I’m going to write a 
book I really want to write’.” 

The End of Mr Ys main char¬ 
acter is a PhD student called 
Ariel and the author said the 
university in the novel is based 
on her own Canterbury campus. 

Early in the novel, as Ariel is 
staring out of a campus window, 
everything starts to shake and 
buildings start to fall down, an 
event inspired by a real-life inci¬ 
dent. 

She explained: “There is an old 
railway tunnel that runs under¬ 
neath the hill through the cam¬ 
pus from Canterbury to

Whitstable. The trains haven’t 
run for 100 years, but in 1974 
[the tunnel] collapsed and 
brought down part of the 
Cornwallis building. I heard the 
story on my induction when I 


joined the university in 2004.” 

Because of the earth-shaking 
event, Ariel is unable to get her 
car out of the car park and has to 
walk home. On her way she vis¬ 
its a bookshop and stumbles 


across a copy of an extremely 
rare book. 

The book is supposedly cursed, 
with anyone who reads it dying 
soon afterwards. Ariel buys the 
book and begins a journey 
through a world that blurs the 
lines between fantasy and sci¬ 
ence fiction. 

From that point on, it all 
becomes rather complex, as Ms 
Thomas admitted when she us: 
“I don’t really know how to 
explain this, it’s all very compli¬ 
cated.” 

It may be complicated, but it 
has clearly impressed the 
Orange judges. 

Ms Thomas finds herself on a 
long-list of 20 female authors, 
including former winner Linda 
Grant and seven first-time nov¬ 
elists. They will be whittled 
down to a shortlist of five on 
April 15, with the winner 
announced on June 4.

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Stroke units to be 
set up at hospital 

A WEST Kent NHS trust is promising better 
services for people who have suffered strokes. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
was among the worst in the country for the 
delivery of inpatient stroke services in 2006. 

Glenn Douglas, chief executive of the trust, 
pledged to provide stroke units at Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells hospitals at a public 
meeting last month. 

An eight-bed ward for stroke patients will 
open at the Kent and Sussex in Tunbridge 
Wells on June 2. By the same date it is hoped 
six beds will be available at Maidstone. 

An estimated 150,000 people a year have a 
stroke and it is the third most common cause 
of death in the country, according to the Stroke

At the same time the Huntingdonshire 
Public Records Office (it kept its old title) 
sent out a plea for sponsors to buy suit¬ 
able containers to protect documents for 
future researchers. 

I’m proud to say I was the first to step 
forward and sponsored all of Cromwell’s 
papers and documents. 

As a side issue, I’ve been asking for a 
couple of years for a specific section to be 
set aside in Dartford Library’s reference 
room on the Rolling Stones and 20th cen¬ 
tury pop culture, especially music. 

Staff members are enthusiastic, but 
lack resources, and a personal plea to Sir 
Mick Jagger and Keith Richard through 
their agent has so far met with silence. 
This could be a potentially positive asset 
for the town’s economy.

ELIZABETH Carter, who was born 
in Deal in 1717 and lived there for 
much of her life, was an exception¬ 
al woman. It’s not surprising, then, 
that a recently rediscovered por¬ 
trait of her in Deal has delighted 
those responsible for putting 
together an exhibition now show¬ 
ing at the National Portrait 
Gallery called Brilliant Women: 
18th Century Bluestockings. 
Carter is seen as a key figure in 
this circle. 

Carter had an unconventional upbringing. 
Her mother died when she was young and her 
father, the Rev Nicholas Carter, was deter¬ 
mined that his daughter would receive some 
tutoring just as her brothers did. This was 
unusual at a time when most girls didn’t have 
access to education. Indeed, it wasn’t seen as 
necessary or desirable for society’s ideal of the 
frail delicate woman who, on marriage, 
became her husband’s ‘property’. 

Much of the writing done by women in the 
18th century tended to be rather pious and 
sentimental and Carter very much conformed 
to this tradition of ‘feminine’ writing in her 
poetry, the first collection of which she had 
published when she was just 21. But it was her 
academic works, above all, that made her 
famous. She had a phenomenal grasp of lan¬ 
guages, including Latin, Greek, Hebrew and 
Arabic, and translated several significant 
works. Her translation from the Greek of the 
entire works of Epictetus, published in 1758, 
gained her respect not just in this country, but 
in intellectual circles all over Europe. 

It was this academic achievement that 
brought her to the Bluestocking Assemblies - 
particularly through contact with her friend 
Mrs Montagu, who was known as Queen of the 
Blues. These gatherings in London were held 
in the homes of fashionable society women, 
but cards, ceremony and supper were replaced 
by debate and discussion. Many of the intellec¬ 
tual luminaries of the day attended, and

Farmers fight to 
save British roast 

THE British ingredients that make a tradi¬ 
tional Sunday roast will disappear unless 
farm gate prices increase, say farming leaders. 

In an attempt to get more people eating food 
from their area, this week they were offered a 
taste of locally produced beef and lamb at a 
roadshow in Maidstone. 

James Mulleneux, NFU South East policy 
adviser, said: “The campaign calls for a fair 
price for beef and sheep farmers, who produce 
the finest quality meat in the world. 

“A survey has shown 72 per cent of shoppers 
want to buy British beef and lamb, and 80 per 
cent believe supermarkets should offer farm¬ 
ers a fair deal.” 

Mr Mulleneux added: “Unless the farm gate 
price increases, the farmers who rear the key 
ingredients for a traditional British Sunday 
roast could disappear, their products being 
replaced by cheap imports with a high carbon 
footprint.” 


Carter would have met such people as Samuel 
Johnson, Horace Walpole, David Garrick, 
Hannah More, Fanny Burney and Thomas 
Bowdler, amongst others. 

However, it was in her personal life that 
Carter was most unconventional. She couldn’t 
be bothered with the fashions of the day, which 
with their hooped skirts and high wigs were 
extremely restrictive for women. Doors some¬ 
times had to be negotiated sideways and wigs 
might catch fire in chandeliers. Rejecting the 
idea of taking up a place at court, she said: “To 
give up one’s ease and liberty, and be under 
perpetual restraint, for the sake of wearing a 
finer gown, eating a greater variety of dishes, 
or seeing more company and fewer friends, 
appears to me a very strange scheme.” 

Carter also had some very unusual personal 
habits. She loved walking and was known for 
her strenuous coastal walks. These were no 
‘ladylike’ strolls. Often, she would rise before 
six to walk along the coast; at other times she 
walked by moonlight. She even felt able to say 
of herself: “Without vanity I may pretend to be 
one of the best walkers of the age.” She would 
also employ a variety of methods to stay 
awake over her books at night: she took snuff, 
chewed green tea or coffee and wrapped wet 
towels around her head. 

Bishop 

Carter remained single throughout her fife, 
despite the fact that she had marriage suits 
from a variety of men, including the Bishop of 
London and the Archbishop of Canterbury, no 
less. She responded to pressure put on her by 
friends by saying, “having run away from mat¬ 
rimonial schemes as far as dry land goes, my 
next step must be into the sea”. 

Unconventional she might have been, but 
Carter faithfully carried out her domestic 
duties. She looked after the children of her 
father’s second marriage as if they were her 
own, acting as tutor to her half-brother to help 
him gain entrance to Cambridge. 

She also looked after her father in Deal for 
much of his later life. It was this ability to jug¬ 
gle her intellectual and domestic life which 
was so admired at the time. Samuel Johnson 
said: “Mrs Carter can bake a pudding as well 
as translate Epictetus, and work a handker¬ 
chief as well as compose a poem.” 

Carter died peacefully at her home in 
London in 1806. She wasn’t a ‘feminist’ in the 
modem sense. But she did set a model for edu¬ 
cated women and challenged the notion of 
what was ‘feminine’ and acceptable for women 
to do. 

We are fortunate that she adhered to at least 
one fashion of the day - that of writing copious 
correspondence to her women friends. If she 
hadn’t done this, we would not now have 
access to the details of the life and thoughts of 
a remarkable woman who is now, quite right¬ 
ly, being celebrated along with other exception¬ 
al 18th century women in an exhibition at the 
National Portrait Gallery.

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Economy tough enough 
to weather the storms

THE organisation representing 
businessmen and women in the 
South East has downgraded its 
forecast for economic growth in 
2008. 

The CBI forecasts even slower growth in 
2009 due to “continued troubles in the credit 
markets, rising commodity prices and weak 
domestic and global demand”. 

But the organisation said the situation is 
not so bad as headlines would suggest, 
reporting that some businesses are experi¬ 
encing positive trading conditions. 



In its latest quarterly economic forecast, 
the CBI has lowered its figure for this year’s 
rate of GDP growth down 0.2 per cent to 1.8 
per cent. 

The forecast for next year has also been 
downgraded and the CBI’s figure of 1.7 per 
cent GDP growth for 2009 contrasts stark¬ 
ly with the Government’s more optimistic 
forecast in the recent Budget of between 
2.25 per cent to 2.75 per cent. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South East regional 
director, said: “Having enjoyed two years of 
strong growth, we are now living in uncer¬ 
tain times. 

Shock 

“We are facing a financial shock on a scale 
not experienced in recent years, which is 
coming on top of already slower growth. 

“However, outside the financial and prop¬ 
erty sectors the overall mood of business is 
nothing like as gloomy as you might guess 
from reading today's headlines. 


“While there are signs of a high street slow¬ 
down and some firms say it’s getting harder 
to raise bank finance, many still report quite 
positive conditions. 

“So it is vitally important to keep the story 
in perspective. Although painful, write-offs 
by British banks represent a tiny fraction of 
their capital. 

“After a few good years, the UK corporate 
balance sheet is in good shape. 

“Our flexible labour market is a real force 
for stability and our best bet is still that our 
economy will continue to show modest 
growth this year and next, before starting a 
gradual recovery.” 

The CBI predicts a rise then a fall in infla¬ 
tion, which would enable the Bank of 
England to cut interest rates, possibly down 
to 4.5 per cent by 2009. 

The biggest downward revision in the 
CBI’s forecast has been to household spend¬ 
ing, as purchasing power is heavily squeezed 
by higher food and energy prices. 


Consumption is forecast to slow more 
sharply than previously thought, from 
growth of 3.1 per cent last year to just 1.6 per 
cent this year - down 0.3 per cent on the pre¬ 
vious forecast in December. 

Mr Hyde said: “The economy is being buf¬ 
feted by some strong headwinds, with the 
prolonged troubles in the financial markets 
making for a bumpier ride both this year and 
next. 

“High commodity prices are adding to 
inflationary pressures and significantly 
squeezing household incomes. And some 
households are feeling a chill from the credit 
freeze, with lending conditions becoming 
tighter.” 

The CB report said unemployment figures 
have been revised down slightly for 2008 to 
1.65 million but are unchanged for 2009 at 
1.75 million since the previous forecast.

the story of 62-year-old Aung San 
Suu Kyi. Since winning a democrat¬ 
ic election by a landslide, she has 
endured more than 10 years of 
house arrest after the poll result 
was ignored by the military junta 
that runs the country. 

In 2003, an assassination attempt 
led to the deaths of about 100 of her 
supporters and Suu Kyi spending 
time at Rangoon’s Insein prison. 

For co-director Shannon, it was a 
story he felt compelled to write after 
many years of following Burma’s 
troubles from afar. He was inspired 
to act after meeting lookalike 
actress Liana Gould and decided to 
write a play for her. 

His research took him to Burma, 
posing as a tourist, to interview her 
family and other activists. 

“I met one of the leaders of the 
1988 uprising, who was tortured and 
treated badly,” he said. “There are a 
number of key characters whose sto¬ 
ries also come through in the play.” 

Much of the script is based on 
those interviews and Suu Kyi’s own 
words, as she revisits the events that 
resulted in the loss of her freedom. 

Suu Kyi spent much of her child¬ 
hood in England and India, but on 


her return to Burma in 1988 to care 
for her sick mother, she witnessed 
the junta’s attempts to suppress 
pro-democracy campaigners in that 
year’s uprising. 

As the daughter of assassinated 
Aung San, the first leader of inde¬ 
pendent Burma after the country was 
freed from British rule in 1948, many 
people saw her as a natural leader. 
She went on to head the National 
League for Democracy, as well as win¬ 
ning the Nobel Peace Prize. 

Her personal sacrifices have been 
immense - her British husband 
Michael Aris was not allowed to 
visit her as he was dying of cancer 
and she has not seen her two adult 
sons since they were children. But 
Shannon hopes her story will 
inspire people in the West to make 
their feelings known. 

“I hope people will realise every 
small act of defiance will help,” he 
said. “Aung San Suu Kyi always says 
‘use your freedom to support ours’.”

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New pool 
plan passed 

A NEW £5 million swimming pool could 
open on the Isle of Thanet by the summer of 
2011.

“Now that has all been agreed, we can 
move forward to appoint the design team 
over the next few months.” 



Works on 
infamous 
road could 
be ditched

VITAL road improvements to 
the notorious A21 could be post¬ 
poned or cancelled after a report 
revealed the cost of two multi¬ 
million pound schemes has more 
than doubled. 

Improvements to two stretches of the 
road are scheduled to take place between 
2010 and 2012, but a new report shows the 
estimated costs of the schemes have 
increased by a combined £111 million. 

The first stretch is between Tonbridge 
bypass and Pembury bypass, where 
dualling work is to be carried out. The orig¬ 
inal estimate of £64m has risen to £112m. 

The second is between Kippings Cross 
and Lamberhurst, where the estimate has 
risen from £40m to £103m. 

The Tonbridge-Pembuiy stretch is single 
carriageway and is to be dualled. The 
Kippings Cross-Lamberhurst stretch is to 
replace a section of single carriageway with 
a poor accident record and will also provide a 
section of dual carriageway. 

The work has been prioritised and sched¬ 
uled by the South East England Regional 
Assembly’s Regional Transport Board 
(RTB), but is to be funded and carried out 
by the Highways Agency. 

Cllr Alex King, deputy leader of Kent 
County County, said the roads were vital 
access routes to the new hospital that is to 
be built at Pembury. 

He said: “I thought those roads were 
expensive at the original estimates. The 
Highways Agency needs to seriously explain 
publicly why their estimates were so wrong 
and why they have increased so much.” 

The increases emerged when the RTB 
presented the findings of the Department 
for Transport’s Nichols Report into costs of 
road schemes across the country. 

The RTB’s report stated: “The implication 
of these cost increases could be slippage in 
the delivery of Kent’s schemes... and a long 
delay, or possible cancelling, of the A21 
Kippings Cross-Lamberhurst scheme. 
These outcomes are unacceptable to KCC 
and the communities of Kent and Sussex.” 

A spokesman for the Highways Agency 
said the new figures were “interim esti¬ 
mates” provided to help the region decide 
on priorities and programming. 

He said: “Nichols recognised estimating 
road scheme costs is inherently difficult, and 
subject to uncertainty and showed the main 
reason behind the increases was the higher 
than expected rate of construction inflation.” 

The Department for Transport is carrying 
out a “value for money assessment” on the 
Kippings Cross to Lamberhurst stretch. 

A DfT spokesman said: “The new value 
for money assessment for Kippings Cross to 
Lamberhurst is not yet complete and it 
would be inappropriate to comment on its 
likely outcomes at this stage.”

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Cancer service 
leads the world

NURSES in east Kent are 
pioneering a new mobile 
chemotheraphy service to help 
make life easier for cancer 
patients. 

A van is loaded up with equipment and 
drugs to treat up to 10 patients and 
travels on separate days to the community 
hospitals in Dover, Folkestone, Heme Bay, 
Deal and Faversham. 

Provided by East Kent NHS Hospitals 
Trust, the service is the first in the 
country. 

Bryony Neame, manager of the 
chemotherapy outreach programme, 
began setting up the facility six months 
ago and runs it along with nurse sister 
Ellana MacMillan. 

She said: “We are already being 
approached by other trusts around the 
country to see how it is going - we are 
leading the way. 

We are going to the International 
Society for Nurses in Cancer Care 
annual conference in Singapore to give a 
presentation on the chemotherapy 
outreach programme. 

Travel 

“So interest is coming from not only 
around the country but internationally.” 

Before the initiative community 
service patients had to travel to chemo 
units at Ashford, Margate and 
Canterbury hospitals. 

Mrs Neame said: “It is important 
because it gives patients a choice of 
where they receive treatment and better 
accessibility.” 

She said it also addresses capacity 
issues at the tmst’s hospitals because 
there are an increasing number of 
people needing chemotherapy, which 
puts pressure on space and time. 

She said the positive response from 
patients had been huge - one woman 
from Deal was having to travel 45 
minutes to Canterbury for treatment and 
is now seen 10 minutes from her home. 

‘There is also less impact expense-wise 
and on family fife for people with children 


and also for elderly people who may rely 
on relative to drive them to hospitals. 

“If you are feeling queasy afterwards 
you can be home and in bed quicker,” 
Mrs Neame said. 

The service currently offers selective 
treatments and will never be able to 
provide certain chemotherapy 
treatments that provoke severe reactions 
because patients may need emergency 
care in acute hospitals. 

But there are plans to gradually 
expand the treatments to more 
complicated chemotherapies. 

All types of cancer are treated by the

service including breast, colon and lung. 
It also provides drugs that help the pain 
and progression of cancer that has 
spread to the bone. 

Herceptin, a drug used to treat breast 
cancer, is provided. 

Mrs Neame, who has worked as a 
nurse in east Kent since 1983, added: “It 
has been an amazing six months setting 
it up and everyone has been incredibly 
supportive. It is fabulous to see it all up 
and running now.”

Nuclear waste at threat 


TRAINS carrying nuclear waste 
from Dungeness Power Station 
are vulnerable to accidents and 
terrorist attack, according to 
environmental campaigners. 

Department for Transport 
figures show there have been at 
least 80 incidents across the UK 
in the last 10 years when 
radioactive material was being 
moved across the country. 

At least one accident took place 
in Kent in 2002, when a train 
carrying nuclear containers from 
Dungeness collided with a truck 
on a level crossing, in Brookland 
in Romney Marsh. 


Radioactive material leaves 
Dungeness once a week and is 
taken to Sellafield in Cumbria to 
be reprocessed and stored. 

Greenpeace claimed the trains 
could be vulnerable to attack from 
rocket-propelled grenades. 

Trains travel along the 
mainline from Ashford, passing 
through all stops to Sevenoaks 
before heading up to London. 

But Direct Rail Services, which 
transports waste from Dungeness, 
said the flasks underwent 
rigorous testing: “The safety and 
security of all our operations is the 
number one priority.”

Where’s the logic? 

Cambridge University really 

needs to get itself back on 

course, savs TONY PATEY 


MY OLD alma mater is 
causing me some 
problems. 

Cambridge University, where I 
learnt to be a teacher, which is on 
one hand constantly asking me to 
cough up cash to help educate 
future generations, is now on the 
other hand trying to take one of 
my livelihoods away. 

I’m gainfully employed right 
now as business editor of KOS 
Media, drawing on experience as 
a long-time journalist. 

But I like to keep my teaching 
hat - or rather mortar board - 
kept polished in the corner just in 
case I ever fancy a return to the 
profession. 

Among the subjects I can teach 
up to A-level are business studies, 
film studies, media studies, and 
drama/theatre studies. 

But wait - these are on a 
notorious hit list which has been 
drawn up by Cambridge as 
among “soft” A-level options at 
which that august teaching 
establishment looks down its 
nose. Even accountancy. 

Apparently, they’re not in the 
pantheon of hard knowledge 
subjects such as mathematics, 
English and chemistry, which get 
you straight into the ancient piles 
near the River Granta. They’re 
okay as extras, but they’re not 
quite the ticket. I’d like to know 
who says so. 

Fifty years ago you had to have 
at least O-level Latin - as well as 
good A levels, of course - before 
you could even be considered for 


either Cambridge or Oxford 
universities. 

No Latin, no Oxbridge. But that 
was the only real stipulation on 
entry. 

Now Cambridge has taken an 
arbitrary decision to sideline 
subjects which if taught properly 
can stretch students in directions 
they didn’t think possible. 

A good biz studs teacher would 
have students reliving, then 


discussing and writing about real- 
life case studies such as the 
mighty fall of US-based Enron, or 
chart how - and why - Tesco rose 
from a one-man tiny market pitch 
in Hertfordshire to the biggest 
retailer in the UK. 

A good media studs teacher 
would be showing how an Aussie 
maverick named Murdoch 
scooped up a major part of the 
global communications market 
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and how that Aussie influenced 
modem UK culture - as well as 
cutting young intellects on some 
of the most complex literary, 
philosophical and film theories. 

Many of the Chinese and 
Russian foreign students flooding 
into this country to study - with 
many of them going through to 
Oxbridge - are probably smiling 
at what they would see as a 
typically Western view of 
knowledge. 

I know, I taught many of them 
for years at a Cambridge 
international college. 

And I must admit when I see 
Cambridge saying “critical 
thinking A-level will only be 
considered as a fourth A-level 
subject and will not therefore be 
accepted as part of a conditional 
offer” I begin to wonder. 

Ask any student who has done 
critical thinking - which is really 
a spin-off from logic, the study of 
good thinking and a subject that 
really separates the intellectual 
wheat from the chaff - and they’ll 
tell you it ain’t easy. 

Cambridge University, which is 
next year celebrating its 800th 
birthday, should really bring itself 
up to date.

Putting the lorries on the railway makes 
sense and eases the traffic flow on our 
motorways and major road network, in 
particular through Kent and the South East 
of England.

CHEVROLET’S impact on the UK 
market so far has been mainly via 
small rebadged and tweaked 
Korean hatchbacks. 

But we saw the arrival of the useful Captiva 
4x4 last year; it is still Korean built, but has 
something of Chevy’s American aura about it 
and will be joined soon by another rather more 
establishment model from General Motors’ 
(GM) value brand. 

Called the Epica, it is a family saloon in the 
great tradition of cars like the famous 1960s 
Impala, though lacking the extravagant dog¬ 
leg windscreen and rear wings. 

Basing production in Korea has also enabled 
Chevrolet to price it keenly - starting from 
just £13,595. 

No wonder then that Chevrolet’s UK and 
European sister brands Vauxhall and Opel 
will launch a more upmarket replacement for

the Vectra in October - the Insignia will leave 
the bargain basement end of the family model 
sector to the Epica. 

The newcomer arrives on April 26 and 
offers a lot of car for the money. 

At 4.8 metres-long it is larger than most 
family saloons, yet the start price could attract 
buyers from the smaller family hatchback or 
Ford Focus sector. 

The Epica will also be laden with standard 
kit - even entry level LS models get air con, 
cruise control, electric front and rear win¬ 
dows, a CD-stereo with MP3 input socket, 
remote audio controls, front fog lamps, 
16-inch alloys, electric mirrors and front, side 
and curtain airbags. 

Engine options at launch will be a four-cylin¬ 
der diesel and six-cylinder petrol, with auto 


available on the former while the latter becomes 
the least expensive ‘six-pot’ on the UK market. 

While nobody would say the car is a looker, 
it is a sign of GM’s intention to develop 
Chevrolet’s dominance of the value end of the 
North American market into a global position. 

One of GM Europe’s chiefs, sales and mar¬ 
keting vice-president Jonathan Browning, 
has already confirmed that projected 
Chevrolet volumes across Europe - helped by 
booming demand in the eastern half of the 
continent - could soon see the brand rival 
Vauxhall/Opel in size. 

Again, this shows how crucial it is that 
Vauxhall edges upmarket with cars like the 
new Insignia and the next Astra, to leave the 
price-led end of the trade to Chevy.

Ford says Tata 
to Jaguar in 
£1.15bn deal 


ONE of India’s flagship corporations has 
secured a global presence by buying 
upmarket British car brands Jaguar and 
Land Rover, writes Steve Loader. 

Cash-strapped car giant Ford had been 
looking to off-load the British duo for 
some time, finally doing a deal this week 
with Tata for a modest £1.15 billion and 
linked to continuing supplies of engines 
and technology. 

Tata is India’s biggest motor manufac¬ 
turer, with wider investments including 
Anglo-Dutch steel maker Corns and 
Tetley Tea, though relatively unknown 
to Western consumers - until now. 

But it had been favourite to take over 
the two British marques for some time 
after Ford started a ‘fire sale’ of its 
Premier Automotive Group; Aston 
Martin was sold for £450 million last 
year and there is speculation that even 
profitable Volvo will be next to auction. 

Cash raised from sales so far is 
less important to Ford than the losses 
saved though, even if Land Rover 
is newly profitable and Jaguar may soon 
be after the launch of the well-received 
XF saloon, replacing the S-Type and sig¬ 
naling a move away from retro styling 
that had failed spectacularly to rejuve¬ 
nate sales. 

Tata says it wants to grow both 
brands, but will not ‘tinker’ with them. 

The reality is that despite recent loss¬ 
es, two such famous and historic brands 
gives Tata’s car division a new credibili¬ 
ty and prestige after being founded on 
bargain prices and volume. 

The group recently made industry 
headlines with the Nano model for the 
Indian market, selling at around £1,250.

And times are changing; witness the style 
cult built by retro stars like the BMW MINI 
and the new Fiat 500 - buyers may need to 
downsize, but they still want image. 

For the moment, the Mazda2 offers this in 
five-door form only, though the forthcoming 
three-door promises to be even racier looking.

The slinky lines are not let down by the 
drive either; a slick gearbox and some lively 
engines mated with a neat and tidy chassis, 
balancing good grip and steering with a decent 


ride, makes the ‘2’ one of those rare cars that 
you can enjoy without masses of power. 

This bodes well for an almost obligatory hot 
model later on to wear the wide stripes with 


which you can already customise your Mazda2. 

But it underlines the appeal of even our TS 
entry model. In its lower state of tune - 74bhp 
instead of 85bhp - the 1.3 petrol engine still

responds in a lively way though, having driv¬ 
en all but the 1.4 diesel engine, I would urge 
you to go for the extra power of the 85bhp TS2 
model (£9,999) without going the whole way 
to the 102bhp 1.5-litre petrol Sport (£11,799). 

The 1.5 is lively alright but does not bring 
much more to the party for two grand more 
than our favourite. 

Diesel models start at £9,499 and Mazda 
has stressed its intention to go after 
fleet/company car sales, though more and 
more private buyers are looking at small 
diesel models. 

Apart from attractive prices for a thor¬ 


oughly modern supermini that stands out 
from the crowd, the Mazda is also well- 
equipped as standard: electric front win¬ 
dows, driver seat height adjustment, MP3 
compatible CD radio with auxiliary jack and 
electric door mirrors. 

But the more powerful TS2 not only brings 
more zip, but 15-inch alloys, side and curtain 
airbags, electric folding door mirrors, four- 
speaker sound system, steering wheel-mount¬ 
ed audio controls, leather steering wheel and 
gear knob and air con. 

The Mazda2 interior is spacious and airy due 
to a relatively long wheelbase and low window 


line, while the dashboard is stylish and well- 
arranged too with the high-mounted gearshift 
falling nicely to hand for a sporty drive. 

The seats are also comfortable for this class, 
but I think Mazda has cut comers with the 
quality and feel of cabin materials. 

Extra interior space and style may also have 
been bought at the expense of the boot; 250 
litres being behind the 285-ish benchmark set 
by three top-selling rivals, the Ford Fiesta, 
Vauxhall Corsa and Renault Clio.

Government targeting 
wrong area of drinks 
industry, says Neame

CHANCELLOR Alistair Darling 
will be getting an angry co-ordi¬ 
nated backlash from the nation’s 
brewers incensed by what they see 
as a cop-out in his Budget over the 
industry’s problem issues. 

Jonathan Neame, chief executive of the 
nation’s oldest brewery, Faversham-based 
Shepherd Neame, said meetings were being 
set up and although there was as yet no 
single unified plan, a number of measures 
were being considered. 

Fresh from the company being named 
Regional Brewer of the Year - for the second 
time in six years - at the pub industry’s annu¬ 
al awards, he said: “I think the brewers, wine¬ 
makers and spirits companies are so angry 
with the Chancellor.” 

Mr Neame, who is now predicting a £4 pint 
in five year’s time, added: “He has made what 
we regard as a cheap and shallow political 
gesture. Everyone is galvanised by this. 
Having had a very open, and we felt co-oper¬ 
ative, debate about this, everyone’s attitude 
has now hardened. 

“There are certainly meetings being set up, 
but although we have not yet got a single, 
unified plan a whole host of measures are 
being considered. We need to take this to a 
wider audience including our customers.” 

In an exclusive interview with KOS Media,

he added: “There has been some bemusement 
about this and we are all astonished and thor¬ 
oughly disappointed over the Government’s 
policy in the Budget. 

“Our case to Government, which I helped 
prepare, was that if you want to use targeted 
measures look at what young people are 
drinking these days - not beer, but vodka and 
cider - and then look at the relatively lower 
taxation on them. We would say this is a 
material contributor to the issues. 


“We will be paying £4 a pint in five years 
time. The Government is putting up alcohol 
duties at the rate of two per cent above infla¬ 
tion every year for five years. We believe this 
will massively accelerate the problem of 
binge drinking and it will drive a significant 
number of pubs nationally to the wall. 

“Is this what people want? Why are hard¬ 
working people wanting to have a social time 
being penalised? I just think the Government 
has got it wrong.” 

He added: “It is astonishing and disappoint¬ 
ing that the Government tries to annihilate 
one of the things that should be a growth sec¬ 
tor for the country.” 

The regional pub award, to add to the brew¬ 


ery’s growing collection, was presented to Mr 
Neame by comedians Alan Carr and Justin Lee 
Collins at a London ceremony. The event was 
organised by trade newspaper The Publican. 

The brewery can list a host of eco-friendly 
measures that have been brought in, from 
state-of-the-art equipment in the brew house 
to being the first in the country to buy drays 
which are already eco-compliant to 2012 
standards. 

He said its five per cent ABV Asahi lager - 
originating from Japan - which has been 
brewed here since 2005, is now being sold in 
UK cities, opening up a new market. One in 
five Sheps pubs sell it and a national sales 
team is being set up ready for a wider launch. 


M&B pub merger proposal still on ice 


CITY observers are still waiting to see what 
happens over the merger proposal pulled up 
by the UK’s biggest pub group Punch Taverns, 
which has 28 pubs in Kent, for rival chain 
Mitchells & Butlers, which has 30 outlets in 
the county, including Harvesters, Vintage 
Inns, pubs and Shome’s Pub and Carvery. 

The all-share offer which appeared on the 
menu two months ago is still on the table 
and would see M&B shareholders end up 
owning a half of the enlarged company and 


also getting a cash sweetener of £175 million. 

The merger would create a pub giant worth 
billions, with more than 10,500 outlets. 

Meantime, M&B has announced chairman 
Roger Carr will be standing down after the 
end of a strategic review at the end of May. 

He will be succeeded by Drummond Hall, 
the former senior independent non-executive 
director who has meantime been appointed 
deputy chairman. 

Mr Hall has been a non-executive director 


(in other words not involved with the day-to- 
day executive duties of the firm) since 2004 
and senior independent director since 
February 2007. He was chief executive of 
Dairy Crest pic from 2002 until 2006. 

M&B said it would consider the proposals 
put forward by Punch, along with others. 

There is still speculation Iranian-born 
multi-millionaire Robert Tchenguiz, M&B’s 
largest shareholder with a 23 per cent stake, 
may also launch a bid.

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From one goal 
to another for 
top chef Andy

ONE of the toughest jobs in busi¬ 
ness is being a chef - and being a top 
chef takes hard work and dedication 
way beyond the usual call of duty 

Working in a hot kitchen, jostling with 
colleagues carrying very sharp knives, getting 
preparation done in time and cooking to sched¬ 
ule is an art and a science. 

Andrew Wilson, who has just landed one of 
the top chef jobs in the county, has come 
through the hard way, and like fellow chef 
Gordon Ramsay, who was once a professional 
footballer, he learnt to be competitive on the 
pitch in his youth. 

Between the ages of 13 and 14, Mr Wilson 
trialled for Portsmouth and Exeter City, but his 
dreams of football stardom never materialised. 

He said: “I played my best and did well, but 
a lot of good players slip through the net and I 
guess I was one of them. I went on to play at 
county level for the next two years.” 

Although he loved football, by the time he

was 16 his top priority was becoming an 
award-winning chef. 

He says: “My older brother was a chef in the 
Royal Navy at that time and I suppose you’re 
always influenced by your older siblings. 

“My mum was also a keen cook and I start¬ 
ed helping out in the kitchen. 

“I was soon hooked and by the time I was 17 
I’d got my first job as a commis chef at the Sea 
Cow Restaurant in Weymouth. 

“Because of my dad’s naval career I changed 
schools five times at senior level which obvious¬ 
ly had an impact on my education, but I was 
always good at practical things like cooking.” 

Between 1995 and 2005, Mr Wilson entered 
no less than 10 national or regional competi¬ 
tions, reaching the finals or semi-finals in 
almost every one. 

In fact, he is now hoping to soon reach the 
regional finals of The Roux Scholarship which 
is being judged by such culinary heavy¬ 
weights as Brian Turner and Gary Rhodes. 

He says: “I always said that I wanted to be 
head chef of my own kitchen by the time I 
was 30, and I’ve just done it, at the age of 29.” 

Knightsbridge 

He has become the new head chef at 
Greggs Restaurant in Sevenoaks High 
Street, where he oversees junior sous chef 
James Stewart and Marcus Wilcox, the 
demi chef de partie. 

“It’s a tough job,” says Mr Wilson, whose 
favourite meal is sausage, mash and onion 
gravy. 

Greggs Restaurant, which is run by 
Gavin Gregg, has two AA Rosettes and 
wants to aim higher. 

Mr Wilson said: “It’s hard to find a chef 
who has worked at Michelin level and I 
think Gavin was impressed that I’d recent¬ 
ly spent 18 months working alongside Eric 
Chavot, the executive head chef at The 
Capital Hotel in Knightsbridge, which has 
two Michelin Stars. 

“Working at Michelin level certainly gives 
you an edge. The work is very intense and 
will always stand you in good stead. You 
start at 7 am and work straight through to 
11.30pm, with only 30 minutes break dur¬ 
ing the day. Then it’s straight home for five 
hours sleep before starting all over again.”

The VAT tribunal examined the word 
‘donate’, which derives from the Latin 
‘donare’, which means ‘to give’ and found in 
the charity’s favour, ruling the person who 
found the stray could ‘donate’ it to the charity. 

If the animal could not be returned to its 
original owner, the charity could then zero- 
rate the sale to new owners.

WHAT a scoop! The University of 
Kent’s new centre for journalism is 
set to lead the field in journalism 
training and provide a benchmark 
for other universities, according to 
the National Council for the 
Training of Journalists (NCTJ). 

The council has given Ml accreditation to 
the centre’s degree programme - the first time 
a course has been Mly accredited by the 
industry body before any students have joined. 

The decision to accredit the course follows a 
visit to the centre for journalism by members 
of an NCTJ panel last month. 

The panel’s report stated: “The University 
of Kent’s centre for journalism says it aspires 
to set a new standard in the training of tomor¬ 
row’s journalists. Panel members agreed that 
the course has the potential to lead the field of 
undergraduate degree courses. 

“All panel members agreed that this is a 
fantastic course in development with huge 
potential. It is a first-degree level course that 
could really work and provide a benchmark 
for others running journalism degree courses 
to aspire to.” 

The centre’s first course, a BA Honours

degree in journalism and the news industry, 
will enrol its first students in September. 

They will be taught from a fully-equipped 
multimedia newsroom on the award-winning 
Medway campus. 

Tim Luckhurst, professor of journalism, 
said: “At this challenging time for British 
journalism, the industry looks more than 
ever before to the NCTJ to uphold training 
standards. We are delighted that an organisa¬ 
tion of such standing is impressed by our 
plans. We look forward to living up to the 
panel’s expectations as we train the stars of 


journalism’s Mure. 

“Excellent multimedia reporting, capable of 
winning the attention of the internet genera¬ 
tion, is essential to the Mure of democracy, 
tolerance and prosperity. The centre for jour¬ 
nalism will teach the highest standards of 
accuracy and professional ethics.” 

The centre for journalism’s staff are all 
working journalists. Professor Luckhurst is a 
former BBC and Scotsman editor who writes 
and broadcasts in Britain and abroad. 

Senior staff include former Press Gazette 
editor Ian Reeves and Daily Telegraph colum¬ 
nist Sarah Lonsdale. 

Work experience will also play a big part in 
the course. All students are guaranteed 
a placement and will be expected to take 
additional placements on national newspa¬ 
pers, magazines and in broadcast and online 
newsrooms. 

Professor Luckhurst added: “The degree is 
a balanced mix of vocational training and the 
high-level academic skills that are common 
in successM journalists.” 

The NCTJ report also states: “Convergent 
journalism skills are at the heart of the cur¬ 
riculum and the practical aspects of the 
course are based firmly on the reality of real- 
world reporting and NCTJ requirements. 

‘The staff members, under the inspired lead¬ 
ership of Tim Luckhurst, are excellent practi¬ 
tioners who will be able to motivate students 
to practice high standards of journalism.”

Loan scheme for first-time buyers 


KENT’S first-time homebuyers are getting 
a big lifeline from Tower Homes, one of 
South London’s largest low-cost home own¬ 
ership providers. 

It has been chosen by the Housing 
Corporation to provide a new flexible 
equity loan scheme designed to help house¬ 
holds on a range of incomes onto the prop¬ 
erty ladder. 

The firm will be offering MyChoice- 
HomeBuy to home buyers in South East and 
South West London. The innovative new 
scheme is to replace replacing existing open 
market HomeBuy products, which have 
been withdrawn. 

Under the scheme, first-time buyers will 


take out a regular mortgage from any partic¬ 
ipating bank or building society to buy a per¬ 
centage of the purchase price. 

Eligible homebuyers will then receive an 
equity share from the scheme to cover the 
remainder of the purchase price. This can be 
as much as 50 per cent of the total property 
value, or as little as 15 per cent.

£17,600 to £58,600. 

A small fee of 1.75 per cent is payable on 
the equity bought with the scheme for the 
first year.

the scheme are predictable and affordable. 

After the first year, homebuyers can 
choose to buy part or all the remaining equi¬ 
ty on their property, as soon it is financially 
viable for them to do so. 

The Government has prioritised the fol¬ 
lowing groups for assistance under the 
scheme: 

• Social rented tenants and housing associ¬ 
ation tenants 

• Local residents prioritised on local 
authority housing waiting lists 

• Public sector key workers 

• Other priority first-time buyers recom¬ 
mended by the regional housing boards.

Banks’ lending 
is on the wane

MORTGAGES, particularly for first-time 
buyers, have become more difficult to obtain as 
a result of the current credit crunch. 

Figures show that the rate of mortgage 
approvals, already at their lowest level for more 
than 10 years, has fallen further. 

A total of £24 billion was advanced by lenders 
during February. That is seven per cent down on 
January and six per cent lower than the same 
period last year, according to the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders. 

Despite house prices cooling, mortgages are 
less attainable because banks can no longer 
access cheap funding. Lenders are being forced 
to restrict their loans, leaving first-time buyers 
priced out of the market, particularly as some of 
the high loan-to-value products such as 100 and 
125 per cent mortgages are now not around. 

Many lenders are finding it difficult to offer 
mainstream mortgages at higher than 90 per 
cent loan-to-value and are charging premium 
fees where they can. 

Lenders say this will continue until the Bank 
of England introduces measures to increase 
liquidity in the market. Some commentators are 
warning that as mortgage lenders in Britain 
tighten their lending criteria as they are doing 
now, house prices here are likely to follow US 
ones downward and could even fall more sharply. 

Levels of consumer spending in Britain have 
typically been related to property inflation more 
so than it was in the States and so this is why 
many experts think that the economy in general 
could suffer due to the knock-on effect as the 
housing market drops. 

It seems the days have gone where many went 
out and had the confidence to buy a new sofa, 
holiday or car, because they felt their general 
wealth was increasing due to their house price. 

For many, the need over the coming months 
is to focus on budgeting, both short and long¬ 
term and anticipating what will happen when 
any fixed rates come to an end.

Dani’s drive for safety 


Golfer in call 
for improved 
tour security

DANI Masters has called for 
improved security for women 
golfers travelling abroad, after 
revealing the sport’s stars are 
sometimes left to find their own 
way from airports to venues. 

Earlier in her career, Masters was robbed 
and abandoned in the middle of the night 
by a taxi driver in Florida, something she 
feels would have been preventable with 
improved security. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “It would be nice 
to have some more sponsors to help fund the 
tour to make it healthier so we don’t have to 
cut comers. One of the things is the girls’ safe¬ 
ty, transfers from the airport are not always 
guaranteed. 

“You have 18-year-old girls travelling on 
their own, sometimes late at night and some¬ 
times they don’t know where they’re going. I 
have had a bad experience in the States and I 
just think, will it take something to happen 
until [organisers] realise it has to be included 
in the cost of running a tournament?” 

Trainer 

A spokeswoman for the Ladies European 
Tour (LET) disputed the claims, saying they 
provided adequate shuttles for the players at 
all their events. 

Although the Ladies European Tour began 
with two events in Australia last month, the 
core of the season starts in earnest with the first 
European events in April. 

Masters has high hopes for her third full 
season on tour and the 25-year-old believes 
she needs to adopt a mean streak if she is to 
take her game to the next level and win a first 
tour title this season. 

She said: “I [used to] plod along, play okay 
and if people are playing well around me I say 
‘great shot, that’s really good’. I think you can 
be over-nice and I got excited for them when I 
should be thinking about beating them. I have 
got to get a bit more of a killer instinct. 

“I have got it in me to play great golf but it’s 


about playing it week in, week out. It’s about 
grinding out those weeks you find tough, that 
comes from experience and mentally I need to 
become more focused. 

“I get excited on the course because I love 
playing golf but I need to calm myself down 
and say ‘right let’s get the job done and laugh 
about it afterwards’.” 

Masters hired a physical trainer during the 
winter and has worked hard in the gym to 
get in the best possible shape for the start of 
the season. She feels better prepared than 
ever before and is looking to continue improving 
on tour. 

Last season, she finished runner-up in an 
event for the first time and ended just outside 
the top 40 on the tour’s Order of Merit. 

If Masters can post a tournament win early 
in the season, it would put her in a good posi¬ 
tion to qualify for the biggest events later in 
the year. An added incentive is the chance to 
accumulate points towards the 2009 Solheim 
Cup, the female equivalent of the Ryder Cup, 
which remains a big ambition. 

Another long-term target is to play on the 
more lucrative LPGA Tour in North America, 
but for the moment she is happy to stay with 
the LET. 

“The tour is growing, it’s so exciting to be a 
part of that because we are getting more 
interest all the time,” she said. “It needs to 
grow and get more publicity so the more play¬ 
ers that stay for longer the better. 

“I would like to say I would stay for a few 
more years then go to the States but you 
never know, if I have an absolutely blinding 
year it would be silly for me to waste the 
opportunity to go over there.” 

Masters’ season gets underway at the Open 
de Espana Femenino near Valencia on April 17.

The Italian, who has won seven 
touring car titles in his distin¬ 
guished racing career, is a fan of the 
Indy circuit and is looking forward 
to getting the season underway. 

He said: “The circuit is very differ¬ 
ent to the tracks I have driven on in 
the past. With the modern circuits, 
they are modifying everything and 
are very wide. 

“At Brands, it is very narrow and 
like the classic tracks. It can be 
very difficult to overtake and it is 
one of those tracks where the dri¬ 
ver’s skill can really make the dif¬ 


ference. In the British champi¬ 
onship there is a lot of contact com¬ 
pared to a series on the continent. 
You have to be clever here and use 
all your experience.” 

The title contenders fighting for 
this year’s crown include Giovanar¬ 
di’s Vauxhall team mate and two¬ 


time champion Matt Neal, BMW 
driver Mat Jackson and Seat veter¬ 
an Jason Plato will also be in with a 
shout. 

Wrotham-based team, Motorbase 
Performance, will field a two car entry 
in the form of former champion Rob 
Collard and Stephen Kane. 
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FI teams need to get a grip

MCLAREN test driver Gary 
Paffett believes the lack of 
traction control could be crucial 
in deciding the outcome of the 
Formula One title this year, 
writes Tom Howard. 

With two races of the 2008 sea¬ 
son completed, it appears abolish¬ 
ing electronics that control the 
stability of the cars is already 
having an impact. In the last five 
years the cars, which reach 
speeds in excess of 200mph, have 
been aided by traction control. 

The electronic system cali¬ 
brates how much power is need¬ 
ed for each wheel to stop the car 
losing control, if a driver exerts 
force on the throttle. This elec¬ 
tronic aid makes the car easier to 
drive and without it driver skill 
is severely tested. 

Pile-up 

In just two grand prix, there 
have already been examples that 
have caught out even the best 
drivers. Only six cars out of a 
field of 22 finished the opening 
round of the championship, as 
drivers found the new cars 
difficult to drive. 

It was also present in the open¬ 


ing comer, as Felipe Massa lost 
control after he tapped Heikki 
Kovalainen’s car, causing a pile- 
up. Even the world champion 
Kimi Raikkonen was caught out, 
when he put a wheel on the grass 
and lost control while in pursuit 
of the top three. 

Paffett, 29, from Bromley, 
thinks fans will see a more excit¬ 
ing championship this year. 

He told Kent on Sunday: 
“I think the performance levels 
of the individual teams will be 
similar without traction control. 
However, the racing in my opin¬ 


ion will be a lot more exciting. 
The cars are going to be difficult 
to control, especially as the tyres 
get older and lose grip. Starts 
will be more interesting, cer¬ 
tainly as it will be harder to get 
the car off the line without the 
electronics.” 

With the new electronic 
changes for 2008, Paffett feels 
the title will still be decided 
between McLaren and Ferrari. 

He said: “Both the McLaren 
drivers and possibly the two 
Ferrari drivers will be the two 
teams to beat and are the 


strongest in my opinion. Lewis 
(Hamilton) will also want some 
payback after last year and I 
think he has all the qualities in 
which to do it. Heikki is also look¬ 
ing very strong, but Kimi will 
want to defend the title too. 

“McLaren’s chances are good. 
Last year we perhaps should have 
won both the Drivers’ and the 
Constructors’ titles and it was a 
shame not to. We are looking very 
strong again.” 

The Formula One circus moves 
to Bahrain next weekend for the 
third round of the championship.

‘We can’t get 
caught up in 
supporters’ 
xpectations’ 


Kent director of cricket, Graham Ford, talks to PETER BILLS 
about the club’s hopes for the fast-approaching county season 


GRAHAM Ford expects the pres¬ 
sure for silverware at Kent this 
season to be as strong as ever fol¬ 
lowing last year’s Twenty20 cup¬ 
winning campaign. 

Kent’s director of cricket is determined 
Kent will improve all aspects of their game 
in search of more silverware following last 
season’s triumph. He is fully aware hunger 
for a County Championship title goes deep 
at Canterbury, but warns the squad cannot 
afford to be thinking like that. 

He said: “There is always that pressure here. 
But it is more about us looking to improve in 
every area of our game, rather than setting out 
with one specific target in mind. 

‘We cannot afford to worry too much 
about the external pressures, we just need 
to make sure every area of our game is bet¬ 
ter than before. We can’t get caught up in 
the fans’ expectations.” 

Ford has targeted teamwork as a vital 
ingredient in what Kent’s players seek to 
achieve in 2008. “Teamwork is the key to it, 
and it always is,” he adds. “It’s about sup¬ 
porting and helping each other and I do 
think that this part of our game has devel¬ 
oped very nicely over the years.” 


“The lads work well together as a unit and 
that showed up last year big time in the 
Twenty20, but also in the Championship 
near the end of the season when we fought 
our way out of trouble. This is a real team. 

We have some wonderful cricketers and a 
wonderful group of guys. 

“So rather than saying at this stage that 
we fancy ourselves to finish in this position 
in this particular competition or that posi¬ 
tion in another form of the game, we are 
working on forging closer ties and strength¬ 
ening even further our teamwork. 

Adventures 

“You see it time and again: the sides with 
the strongest teamwork and team ethic end 
up being the most successful.” 

To taste success, however, Kent know 
they have to start the season with a bang. 
The County Championship programme 
kicks off against Nottinghamshire at Can¬ 
terbury on April 16 and it is essential they 
make a winning start. 

Ford adds: “You have to remember that Eng¬ 
lish county cricket seasons are adventures. 
I’ve come to realise that, and it is part of the 
territory. You are going to get some hiccups.” 

The county has received good news that 
key fast bowler Amjad Khan will be back 


and firing on all cylinders for the start of 
the new season. 

Ford revealed Khan looked “in great 
shape” at the county’s pre-season training 
camp in Portugal, and he promised: “He will 
certainly play, and he has come on amazing¬ 
ly well. He should be ready from the start. 
The only question is how much work load we 
give him straightaway. It’s very early days.” 

The fiasco involving Justin Kemp’s regis¬ 
tration at the county is still yet to be 
resolved after the England and Wales Crick¬ 
et Board declined his application because he 
had played in the rebel Indian Cricket 
League (ICL). 

Ford said Kemp would have walked away 
from the Indian cricket commitment with 
the ICL if it had been made known that 
there was a danger to his contract with 
Kent. But he is still hopeful of a positive 
outcome. 

He said: “World cricket is moving so fast 
that you have to stay calm and focused 
about these things. These are the sort of 
challenges that will come at you. It is frus¬ 
trating but you have to keep going, and you 
can’t just throw the toys out of the cot.”

Kent in wait 
over Kemp 
registration 

KENT chief executive Paul Millman admits 
the county have “no idea” when they will 
hear whether their appeal to register all- 
rounder Justin Kemp is successful, writes 
Glenn Pearson. 

The South African’s registration was 
declined by the England and Wales Cricket 
Board (ECB) because of his involvement in 
the rebel Indian Cricket League (ICL), but 
Millman told Kent on Sunday last week that 
the county would be appealing the decision. 

Kent maintain that Kemp signed a deal 
with them before the ECB took its stance on 
‘unauthorised events’ and therefore should be 
allowed to play. 

The waters have been muddied further this 
week, after Mushtaq Ahmed was cleared to 
play for Sussex and Rana Naved-ul-Hasan 
was allowed to join Yorkshire, despite the fact 
they had played in the same Indian tourna¬ 
ment as Kemp. 

It could mean a situation where some play¬ 
ers involved in the ICL are allowed to play in 
county cricket and others are not. 

Unauthorised 

As it stands, Kent have two players who 
took part in the ‘unauthorised event’ in Kemp 
and Azhar Mahmood, but the club have only 
received a successful registration for Mah¬ 
mood because he played in England last year. 

Court action could be on the horizon, but for 
now Kent have sent off their appeal and are 
waiting to hear back from the ECB. 

Millman told Kent on Sunday: “I can con¬ 
firm we have submitted representations to 
the ECB and they were done on Wednesday, 
but I have no idea when we will hear from 
them. 

‘We have also made it clear that Justin is 
prepared to travel to London to talk to the 
cricket authorities if needed.” 

The effect of the multi-million pound Indi¬ 
an Premier League - a direct rival of the 
ICL, but a tournament sanctioned by the 
International Cricket Council - is being felt 
around the world. 

Kent supporters’ chances of seeing some of New 
Zealand’s Test stars at Canterbury this summer 
took a blow as five star players are to miss the 
game to play in the Indian Premier League. 

Black Caps skipper Daniel Vettori, 
wicketkeeper Brendon McCullum, big-hitting 
all-rounder Jacob Oram, batsmen Ross Taylor 
and seam bowler Kyle Mills will all miss the 
game against Kent on April 28 to fulfil their 
commitment to the Indian tournament. 

Millman added: “The ripple effect of these 
events are not just being felt by Justin Kemp, 
they are felt across the whole of cricket. 

“It is disappointing for us that five New 
Zealand Test stars will miss the first tour 
match of the season. It is being held that the 
IPL will not affect the international cricket 
calendar, but clearly it is.”

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Defiant Gills chairman vows to remain 

at club until worthy successor is found

UNDER-FIRE Gillingham chair¬ 
man Paul Scally insists he would 
leave the club tomorrow if there 
was someone better who could 
take over the club. 

As the team have slipped ever nearer to 
relegation, a section of fans have turned on 
Scally to end his 13-year association with 
Gillingham. 

The criticism reached its peak earlier this 
month when they lost 3-0 to rivals Crewe, 
with several fans throwing rocks at his car 
after the game. 

Scally admitted there have been times this 
season when he considered walking away. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Yes of course I 
have, but the next day you wake up and go 
again. After the Crewe game and the events 
around it, it was very difficult but you meet 
so many people who are supporting you. 

“I won’t be bullied by anyone. I have got a 
job to do here and until it is done or someone 
else comes in who can do it better, I will be 
here. If somebody walked in tomorrow and 
they could do it better I would go.” 

Measures 

Rumours had suggested with the club adrift 
in the relegation zone, Scally would take the 
club into administration to clear debts. 

League rules impose a 10-point penalty on 
clubs going into the emergency measures. 
The deadline for accepting the punishment 
this season passed on Thursday, but the 
Gills chief made it clear it had never been 
considered. 

He said: “Rubbish is not a strong enough 
word, it is pathetic and words fail me. With 
the internet now, any imbecile can start a 
rumour - it is baseless and has no foundation. 

“It has never been in our thought process. 
The bank do not restructure a £10 million debt 
if you are about to go into administration.” 

Despite the threat of returning to the fourth 
tier of English football for the first time since 
1996, he has been very vocal in backing man¬ 
ager Mark Stimson in recent weeks. 

After manager Ronnie Jepson left Gills in 
September, Scally waited for two months to 
find the right successor. Regardless of the 
club’s perilous position in the table, he 
intends for Stimson to see out his three-and- 
a-half-year deal. 

Scally said: “I believe in him, you don’t 
employ someone for three years and then get 
rid of them after six months. His job is safe,

there’s no question about it. If we were in the 
Ryman League he would be the manager. 

“It’s been a disappointing season but I did¬ 
n’t anticipate some of the problems we have 
had behind the scenes. 

“Considering what has happened, Mark has 
done a tremendous job. It doesn’t surprise me 
we have had a difficult run but I understand 
why and it’s not Mark’s fault.” 

One of the main problems since Stimson 
took over in November has been a split 
between the manager and a group of senior 
players. 

Steve Lomas, David Graham and Craig 
Armstrong had their contracts terminated by 
mutual consent in January. 

Discontent has continued and Stimson 
said it was highly unlikely four players who 
missed vital training sessions a fortnight ago 
would play for the club again. 

The Gills boss argued it was their unwill¬ 
ingness to work hard, even before he took 
over, which has led to the problems. 

He said: “If you don’t do anything in close 
season and in pre-season don’t work hard, 
then the games become harder and the 
results don’t happen. Unfortunately that’s 
why Ronnie left the club, because results 


weren’t good. I took over and I could see 
straight away, physically, that the team 
weren’t in shape. 

“When I come into the building and ask 
players who have been used to training 
two hours a day to then go and do more, 
certain players, especially senior ones, 
will think T’m not doing that - who does 
this guy think he is, what have we got to 
do that for?’ 

“The reason is you have got one manager 
the sack, you’re not going to get me the sack 
and if you don’t like it I’m not going to have 
you around. 

“Unfortunately, we have had to make more 
changes than I would have liked, but that’s 
because the players haven’t got to grips with 
what I want.” 

Stimson intends to get his squad in much 
better physical condition for the start of 
next season. 

The players will receive a letter on 
Wednesday explaining they will be expected 
to report back for training at the end of May, 
four weeks after the end of the season.
